retary , in tu rn, passed the responsi­ 
bility of stating the reason of the res­ 
ignation to President Roosev elt. 
Sec­ 
retary Loeb, speaking for the presi­ 
dent, say s that no information can be 
obtained from that sou rce. 
Two the­ 
ories hav e been adv anced as being su f­ 
ficient in them selv es to bring forth 
the letter of resignation. One of these 
reasons is that the admiral finds him ­ 
self u nable to agree. with the ideas of 
the president regarding certain im port­ 
ant policies to be pu rsu ed by the bu ­ 
reau of nav igation. 
Su ch a disagree­ 
ment, 
honestly 
entertained, 
wou ld 
leav e the admiral one cou rse only , and 
that to take his place on the retired 
list and relinqu ish his claim on the 
m anagem ent of the bu reau ov er which 
he has dominion. 
The other reason is that the rear 
admiral, being on the retired list of 
the nav y , may not be legally confirm­ 
ed by the senate to an appointm ent to 
activ e du ty . 
It is known that the 
ju dge adv ocate’s departm ent of the 
nav y has been wrestling with this le­ 
gal qu estion with special reference to 
the case of Admiral Brownson. for sev ­ 
eral weeks past. It also is known that 
an opinion on the qu estion has recent­ 
ly been rendered. 
W hat the effect of 
this opinion is can only be su rm ised 
in v iew of the action ju st taken by the 
admiral. 
Those who believ e that it is 
the reason for his resignation say that 
if the opinion set forth the law to be 
that his confirmation conld not be le­ 
gally ex ecu ted by the senate, su ch a 
decision wou ld u ndou btedly hav e the 
resu lt of cau sing the admiral to place 
his resignation in the hands of the 
secretary . 
Admiral Browmson’s appointm ent as 
chief of the bu reau of nav igation was 
made by the president du ring the re­ 
cess of congress. 
It is cu stom ary for 
the names of recess appointees to go 
to the senate on its nex t conv ening 
after 
the 
appointm ents 
hav e 
been 
made. 
In the present case and be­ 
cau se of the u ncertainty of the right 
of the retired nav al officer to be as­ 
signed to activ e du ty , Admiral Brown- 
son’s nam e has been withheld from 
the senate pending the rendering of 
the legal opinion in the case. The res­ 
ignation and its acceptance will ob­ 
v iate the raising of the qu estion be­ 
tween the legislativ e and ex ecu tiv e de­ 
partm ents of the gov ernment as to 
the right of retired officers to be ap­ 
pointed to activ e du ty in time of peace. 
Since Admiral Brownson took com­ 
mand of the bu reau of nav igation that 
bu reau has had to handle the qu estion 
of the cru ise of the Atlantic fleet to 
the Pacific, the greatest peace mov e 
of the nav y du ring Its history . ^ 
The resignation of Admiral Brown­ 
son as chief of the bu reau of nav iga­ 
tion has the effect of placing him in 
his form er position on the retired list 
of the nav y . 
Commander Winslow, 
who has hern designated to act as the 
head of the nav igation bu reau , has for 
so me time 
ast been assistant to Ad­ 
miral Brownson 
and consequ ently is 
familiar with the du ties of the bureau. 
Ho wev er* it is known that Co mmander

Georgetown, Ky ., Dec. 25 .—Jam es B. 
Howard on the stand in the Powers 
trial said that at the time Goebel was 
shot he wras in the pu blic room of the 
Board of Trade hotel at Frankfort. 
A 
man named Robinson stepped ou t of 
the front of the hotel and brou ght 
back the information that Goebel was 
shot. 
He and others in the room 
ju mped u p and ran to the door, horri­ 
fied at the news. 
After the shooting 
Howard went with the others to the 
Capitol hotel, bu t he did not see Goe­ 
bel then and in fact nev er saw' him 
before to know him. 
Howard denied 
most emphatically that he ev er receiv ­ 
ed a letter from Tay lor or You tsey 
asking him to come to Frankfort. 
He 
did not know' Tay lor and had nev er 
seen him. 
The witness fu rther said 
he did not know You tsey and nev er 
saw' him u ntil both had been tried and 
conv icted and were in jail at F rank­ 
fort. Then he was introdu ced to You t­ 
sey in the Frankfort jail by Mrs. You t­ 
sey in the presence of Mrs. Howard, 
his wife, Mrs. Bu llit and Y*thers. How­ 
ard said he did not know' he was charg­ 
ed with the assassination u ntil he 
saw in the newspapers that he had 
been indicted. 
Abou t the sam e time 
a bench w arrant had been sent to Clay 
cou nty for his arrest. As soon as noti­ 
fied that he had been indicted he su r­ 
rendered to Sheriff W hite and accom­ 
panied him to Frankfort to giv e him ­ 
self u p and answer the charges against 
him. 
Since then he had not had a 
day ’s freedom. 
Howard most em phat­ 
ically denied that he was on the state- 
hou se squ are at any time du ring the 
morning of Jan. 30, when Goebel was 
shot; said that he was not inside the 
ex ecu tiv e bu ilding that morning; that 
he nev er ¿aw Gov ernor Tay lor or You t­ 
sey , and declared that he had absolu te­ 
ly nothing to do with the assassina­ 
tion. 
The witness adm itted that late 
in the afternoon of the day Goebel 
was shot he with others v isited Capitol 
Squ are, going as far as the steps of 
the ex ecu tiv e bu ilding. Howard stated 
that he and You tsey were in jail to­ 
gether at Frankfort, and before You t­ 
sey made his confession, said to him: 
“ Howard, so far as I know, y ou are 
innocent of any connection with the 
Goebel assassination, bu t A rthu r Goe­ 
bel is cru el and willing to see the Ken­ 
tu cky riv er ru n with innocent blood.” 
Howard added: 
“You tsey gav e me no affidav it that 
he knew nothing abou t me.” 
Howard was not cross-ex amined, the 
only qu estion asked him being wheth­ 
er he had not been tried and conv icted 
three times and his case appealed to 
the su preme cou rt. 
After weeks of grind, the attorney s 
in the Powers trial begin to see the 
end, and It Is now believ ed that the 
case will be giv en to the ju ry T hu rs­ 
day , Jan. 2. 
One of the featu res of 
y esterday ’s proceedings w'as the in­ 
trodu ction of W. J. Dav idson as a wit­ 
ness. 
This is the first time since su s­ 
picion was directed against Dav idson 
in the spring of 1900, that Dav idson, 
w'ho wTas assistant secretary of state 
u nder Caleb Pow'ers, has set his foot 
on Kentu cky soil. 
His testim ony was

point being a contradiction of Powers 
in that Dav idson say s he only talked 
with Powers in a casu al way abou t 
bringing men from western Kentu cky , 
wiiile Powers say s they dismissed to­ 
gether the feasibility of bringing the 
mou ntain men.

General Collier did not rem em ber re -; 
celv ing a letter from Caleb Powrers 
relativ e to military m atters. 
Ju dge Jere R. Morton of L ex ington,1 
formerly cou nsel in the Powers c a se ,1 
testified that he was in the cou rt of 
appeals room w'hen the shot was fired 
that kiIL*d Goebel. 
An officer of the 
cou rt came into the cou rtroom and 
hu rriedly went to the chief ju stice and 
made a commu nication. The chief ju s­ 
tice then annou nced that Senator Goe­ 
bel had been shot, and the associate 
ju dges immediately left the bench. 
Ju dge Morton described whom he 
saw as he looked from the window'.

Guy West, Merchant, and the Po st-

Newcastle, Ind.. Dec. 26.—Mt. Su m­ 
mit, a small town six miles north of 
th is city, was visited by bu rglars du r­ 
ing th e nigh t. Th e safe in Gu y W est’s 
general store was forced, nitroglycer­ 
ine being u sed, and $ 152 Jn cash was 
taken. Th e postoffice was also visited, 
and over 
$ 10 in stam ps and money 
was stolen. 
Th e bu rglars th en went 
to th e h ome of Win Clou d, wh ere th ey 
secu red a h orse and bu ggy. 
No per­ 
son was arou sed by th e explosion in 
wrecking th e safe, bu t Clou d h eard 
th e noise in h is barn, and h e arose 
in time to see th e 
th ieves driving 
away with h is h orse and bu ggy. 
Th e 
sh eriff was notified and a posse start­ 
ed in pu rsu it, bu t at last reports th e 
robbers were still at liberty. 
A sh ort 
distance west of Mt, Liberty Clou d’s 
h orse was abandoned, and anoth er 
h orse was su bstitu ted. 
All th e su r­ 
rou nding towns h ave been notified, 
and it is th ou gh t a captu re will be 
made.

Some one h as been looking u p th e 
training diet of ancient Greek ath letes, 
wh ose powers of endu rance h ave never 
been equ aled. 
It is discovered th at 
th e ch ief items in th e ath letes’ diet 
were bread, ch eese, th in wine and lib­ 
eral qu antities of th e seedless cu rrants, 
wh ich to th is day grow nowh ere in th e 
world ou tside of Greece. Investigation 
along th e same line h as led to th e dis­ 
covery th at Nelson’s sailors lived on 
pork, su pplemented by a mixtu re of 
flou r and dried cu rrants, wh ich not 
only contain a larger proportion of 
nou rish m ent th an any oth er dried fru it, 
bu t are also more easily digested.
